Washington, June 3 (AP).—Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt asked Congress to­ 
day to set up seven “regional au­ 
thorities” 
to administer 
federal 
power projects and to plan safe­ 
guards against floods, droughts and 
dust storms. 
A comprehensive program for the 
seven “Little TVA’s” was outlined 
in a special message. 
It said the hydro-electric projects 
which have been or may be under­ 
taken were part of a “multiple pur­ 
pose watershed development" de­ 
signed not only to guard against na­ 
ture’s 
calamities but to 
prevent 
their occurrence. 
“The water-power resources o f 
the nation must be protected from 
private monopoly and used for the 
benefit of the people,” the President 
said in what was expected to be his 
last major legislative recommenda­ 
tion for this session. 
Bills were ready for introduction 
in both houses to carry out his sug­ 
gestions. 
The seven regional authorities or 
agencies would plan and in some 
cases administer 
projects 
in the 
following areas: 
1—Atlantic seaboard. 
2—Great Lakes and Ohio Valley. 
3—Tennessee 
and 
Cumberland 
rivers' drainage basin. 
4—Missouri and Red river of the 
north drainage basins. 
6—Arkansas, Red and Rio Grande 
drainage basins. 
6—Colorado and rivers flowing 
into tile Pacific south of the Cali- 
fornia-Oregon line. 
7—Columbia river basin.

Harrisburg, Ju n e 3 (AP).—Oppo­ 
sition to Governor 
E arle’s relief 
program to abolish poor boards and 
create a new dep artm en t of public 
assistance, was crushed in th e house 
of representatives today. 
Emerging from a long caucus, Da­ 
vid L. Lawrence, secretary of the 
commonwealth and dem ocratic state 
chairman, said sim ply: 
“The 
house 
dem ocrats 
have 
agreed to go along w ith everything.” 
He predicted th e assem bly would 
adjourn finally tom orrow . 
A short time before, Lawrence 
appealed to the m ajority forces to 
support solidly both th e relief pro­ 
gram and the proposal to merge the 
state police and th e highway pa­ 
trol, the two issues w hich prevented 
the legislature from adjourning fin­ 
ally a week ago today. 
The relief bills were wheeled into 
position for final passage; the police 
bills were released from committee. 
But the opposition 
w ent down 
fighting. 
The relief fight was led 


by Leo C. A chterm an, Monroe demo­ 
crat, who contended th at the voters 
should be allowed to decide whether 
the 
poor 
directors 
were 
to be 
dropped. 
The adm inistration recommended 
that the poor boards and the moth­ 
ers’ assistance and blind pension 
boards should be replaced by a sin­ 
gle agency to adm inister all forms 
of relief in each county. 
Governor 
E arle 
estimated 
this 
would save thq commonwealth about 
$10,000,000 a year. Opposition to the 
other bills in th e relief program, to 
create a d ep artm en t of public as­ 
sistance, elim inate the state emer­ 
gency 
relief 
board 
and 
provide 
$137,150,000 for relief for the next 
two years, was less pronounced. 
Bills to revise the liquor laws 
were not discussed in the house cau­ 
cus, but the house later added some 
clianges, one of them to permit lo­ 
cal ordinances setting the closing 
for drinking places.

Children must have some outlet 
for their energies during this period 
and their days need to be filled with 
Interesting tilings to do. They may

into mischief, lf the hours 
"hang heavy on their hands.” 
All 
their time should not be playtime 
because even the very young child j 
may be given some small task as his J 
share in keeping the huge. social 
machine—the home—in running or- | 
der, 
It is a good plan for the child to 
have a regular time for his work ac­ 
tivity, stnoe this enables him to plan 
his play activities and it gives him 
a feeling of independence when he 
knows what is coming next. 
Play 
is a serious business with children 
and should be considered in this 
light by tho parents. 
Miss Adams suggests that a hob­ 
by is an excellent way to develop j 
creative interests of boys and girls. 
The adolescent boy may wish a 
small room, where he is able to car­ 
ry out his plans without the in­ 
trusion of parents or girls. 
Like­ 


wise the girl of Adolescent age needs 
some outlet for her Ideas, and par­ 
ents should be ready to help when 
tho occasion arises. 
Sooner or later the activities of 
the adolescent boy and girl will 
drift toward the experience of real 
earning as distinguished from being 
paid for odd services. 
When they
